ENGLISH ITEMS, 

We clip the following items of inter- 
est from Willmcr and .Smith's European 
Times, Jan 20. 

Sir Charles Napier is Hie 'bull-dog that 
never ceases to bark on Hie approach of 
danger. In a recent letter to the Earl 
of Derby, the gallant veteran sees omi- 
nous signs in the distance: — "In the 
present disturbed stale of Europe, is it 
right, is it safe, that France, with an 
army of 500,000 men, should have the 
command of the channel? Between 
Brest and Cherbourg there arc IS or \A 
sail of the line (the half of Cherbourg) 
either manned or ready to be manned, 
and France has the means of manning a 
fleet which we have not, and she may 
bring the crew of the Toulon fleet to 
Cherbourg by rail, but we cannot bring 
the crew of the Mediterranean fleet to 
Portsmouth by rail, Under these cir- 
cumstances, 1 strongly recommend your 
lordship to call on the Commission' for 
Manning the Navy to make their report, 
and to order our first reserve to be 
manned and the second reserve to be 

Ereparcd. MontalcmberS told us we 
ad no friends in Europe, and what 
combinations may take place in the 
spring we do not know ; and we ought 
not to forget that Russia has a large fleet 
in the Baltic always manned, and they 
are not far from our eastern coast. Do 
not forget, my lord, that -Napoleon I. 
formed an arrny of reserve at Dijon, and 
was across the Alps before Austria was 
aware of it. Napoleon III may cross 
the channel before we know what we are 
about." An intimation was conveyed to 
us last week through a channel likely to 
be well informed that the unfortunate 
tax-payers of this country will he called 
upon shortly to bleed for the maritime 
alertness which Sir Charles Napier is 
now advocating. 

The eldest daughter of Queen Victoria 
is now the mother of a young Prince, — 
an event which was made known to the 
public amidst general rejoicing.
